What he 
did was to declare himself Supreme 
Head of the Church, the Catholic 
Church, then existing in England, re- 
pudiating the jurisdiction of the 
‘Bishop of Rome. This act of the King 
ratified and accepted by the Bishops 
and Clergy, under pressure of the 
State, certainly severed the connection 
of the Catholics in England with the 
Pope of Rome. The Church then, thus 
formed was not the same in constitu- 
tion and character as that which had 
existed prior to the ratification of the 
Act of Supremacy. Of the new ec- 
clesiastical organization created by 
that Act it is not too much to say that 
the King was its founder. The real 
question, however, is not which sov- 
ereign actually sponsored the new 
church, whether Henry who made 
himself the Smpreme Head of it, or 
whose Bishops gave it a
